ing service. The Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture would be empowered to license 
moat price rcportlngservices. 

A study by the House Small Business 
Committee, completed earlier this year 
on a major meat price reporting ser¬ 
vice, revealed that 80 percent of the 
trades reported were unsupported, or 
inaccurate or lacked specifics on volume 
traded. 

Rep. Smith said, “the Committee in¬ 
vestigation showed that the current 
meal price reporting system is open to 
manipulation and inaccuracies. The 
requirements contained in my bill 
should insure that those who want to 
use a private reporting service will 
have accurate Information on price and 
volume and thereby reduce any chance 
of manipulation.” 

The bill also looks toward the possi¬ 
bility of a centralized national market 
service either operated or monitored 
for accuracy by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. It requires the Secre- 

n of Agriculture to make recommen-
